MAYOR AND “POP” BLANCHARD 
NOW CONVERTED. 
Chief Executive Will Approve 
“Reasonable” Anti-Boxing  Ordi- 
nance—Ninth Ward Machine Turns 
to “Uncle Billy” Workman—Liquor 
Interests Prepare for Legal Battie. 


A reform. wave of unusual propor- 
tions has apparently struck the city 
administration; only the saloon inter- 
ests have been able to escape at least 
partial inundation. Councilman Healy 
says it started Monday morning, when 
"Pop” Bianchard deserted to the oth- 
er side. : 

Mayor Harper has taken the lead by 
announcing that he will sign the or- 
dinance limiting wholesale liquor 
stores to the saloon zone: also that 
he will approve any reasonable anti- 
bexing ordinance passed by the Coun- 
ci. A month ago the Mayor vetoed 
the first, and expressed himself as op- 
posed to the second. 

Disgusted with the public exhibition 
of solled linen that followed the Burns- 
OBrien fiasco, both Mayor and Pole 
Commission are willing to.support ahy 
reasonable attempt on the part of the 
legislators to restrict or to hinder fur- 
ther boxing at McCarey's pavilion. 

Rumors circulated at the City Hall 
yesterday afternoon are to the effect 
that the boxing promotors recognize 
that the pugilistic gacne is dead in 
Los Angeles and are preparing to go 
outside the city limits, just as the 
racing fraternity went to Ascot. 

A color of verity fs lent to this ru- 
mor by the conspicuous absence from 
the City Hal! of the manipulators who 
have always maneaced in the past to 
roll rocks on the way of any attempt 
at unfriendly boxing legislation. 

The liquor interests have suddenly 
assumed an attitude of supreme in- 
difference toward the ordinance cre- 
S@iing a wholesale liquor zone. Some 
of the hangers-on assert that the “in- 
terests” won a substantial victory when 
the eleven-month time-limit 
Was attached. For almost a year the 
wholesalers are not to be disturbed, 
and at the end of the period of grace 
there is the appeal to the courts that 
may delay moving day a few years 
longer. 

If ~\e wholesalers can win either 
this Council or its successor, they will 
be in a position to repeal the unfriend- 
ly legislation passed Monday. 

The wholesale liquor legislation hit 
a mark at which it was not intended 
Originally to aim. The movement 
started in the resentment of the Crown 
Hillis Improvement Association at the 
Police Board for granting a whole- 
sale liquor license at the west end of 
the tunnel. The tunnel bottle-house is 
running and apparentiy will continue 
to run for a year at least. possibly 
for many years; the wholesalers, who 
had no interest in the tunne! fight, are 

mpelled to seek new location inside 


he saloon zone or to retire from bus® 
pess. 


The movement against the “penny 
arcades” is another chapter in the re- 
form movement. During the ‘ast four 
years attempts have been made fre- 
quently to put these moral plague spots 
out of existence, but all have failed.

INHUMANITY PRACTICED. 
Chief Kern made a written appeal 
to the Police Board yesterday for a 
new building to be used as a city jail, 
police headquarters and a central po- 
lice station. Eveg since he donned a 
chief's uniform, Kern has asserted that 
the department cannot render its best

service by reason of cramped quar- | 


ters. His reasons for desiring new 
quarters, as expressed in the commun- 


ication, are: 

“The present building is not large 
enough in either the jail or office por- 
tion; that for lack of quarters the 
proper organization of the force can- 
not be made; and its work is thereby 
hampered, with corresponding loss of 
time for which the city pays and re- 
ceives no return: that positive inhu- 
manity has to be practiced in caring 
for twice as many prisoners as the jail 
was built to hold: and that any at- 
tempted reconstruction of the present 
building would be futile and absolute- 
ly extravagant wasting of public 
money.
